New Claims 51-72 submitted on 06/15/2010 are allowed. Claims 1, 14 and 27-50 
are cancelled by the applicant. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
In regard to claims 51 and 62, 

It is in the opinion of the examiner that the art of record neither anticipates nor 
renders obvious "a roller track welded from welding upper and lower edges of a metal 
sheet and that the roller track has two opposing track sides and that the metal sheet is 
formed into a tank and that the tank is supported by rollers and rotated by the rollers 
received/accommodated by the roller track sides" in combination with the rest of the 
claimed limitations set forth in the independent claims. 

Closest prior art examiner has found, McFatter (US 4,074,847) in view of 
Bachhofer (DE 19939180) discloses claimed invention substantially, but fails to disclose 
above limitation especially the two opposing track sides.
